can  resell  them  at  fifty  cents  to  one  dollar  each  and  still 
make  money. 

Long  expected  over-production  on  many  lines  begun  to 
show  its  effect,  reflecting  on  lower  prices  and  often  lower 
quality,  which  usually  travel  hand  by  hand.  I  realize  prices 
of  many  items  have  been  too  high,  but  we  have  louvered 
our  prices  considerably  by  increasing  our  efficiency,  better 
methods  of  production,  large  volume  of  business  and  smaller 
margin  of  profit,  but  not  by  lowering  our  quality  nor  service. 
Trinity  of  my  motto  is  quality,  service  and  value  in  the 
order  named  and  on  this  basis  I  solicit  your  business. 

With  deepest  gratitude  to  you  who  have  supported  our 
business  so  loyally  and  with  renewed  assurance  that  each 
and  every  one  of  your  orders  will  be  highly  appreciated  and 
will  receive  my  best  personal  attention.
